At the rlghi of Ihe speaker's desk j

In the hall of the house of represent- j 
a tires In tlie cnpltol at Washington 
Elands n largo cylindrical iwdestal 
made of highly jrallshed green marble. 


When Ihe house Is called to order 


each day. the sergeant at arms or one 
of his deputies places upon the pedes- 
tal (lie mace, which Is the symbol of \ 
authority lu tlie house. When the body j 
adjourns he removes it and keeps it lu j 
safely until the house meets ngaln.

This-mure Is of very ancient and ' 


honorable origin. 
Under the old Ro- 


man 'republic the magistrates' passed 
on foot from one place to another ad- 
ministering Justice, trying public of- 
fenders and Imiiosirig penalties. 
[ 


K'acli of these magistrates was at- j 


tended by n small body of men known i 
as Ik-tors, whose ilnly It was to mnke I 
way for the officers of the1 law. pre- I 
serve order, make arrests and indict i 
punishment on condemned citizens. 
I 


pach of these llciors carried with 


him a .bunch of roiis tied together j 
with -thongs and hnvlnir an ax iKninfl 
to Ihe outside of It. The thongs ivere 
used for scourging and the nx for 
beheading. Sentences Imposed by the' 
uinglslrntcs were at once carried out. 
Those bundles of rods were known as 
fnsces. 
When the Romans conquered 


Britain the use of tlie fasces ns a sym- 
bol was brought with them, and many 
other Koman customs remained-with 
the Rrlttsli people. 


While It was no longer useii for In- 


flicting punishment, It continued to be 
used ns a symbol by the early English 
magistrates, and when an officer np- 
penred carrying the fusees his au- 
thority was Immediately ncccpted by 
all. 
It was. lu effect, his badge of 


office. 


The English form of the fasces wns 


slightly changed In that the nx was 
placed Inside of Ihe bundle of rods. 
with the blade protruding from the 
top. 


The great councils of the early 


Saxons gradually developed lato one 
general body, which lu the. fourteenth 
century became known as the 'house 
of commons.

the English custom. 


The first mace adopted by the house 


was destroyed by Ore ivhcn the Brit- 
ish, burned the cnpitol In 1S14. From 
3S14 unlll 1842 n mace of painted wood 
did service, but in the latter year the 
present mnce was innde after the model 
of tlie original one.—Cleveland Plain 
Dealer.

The oily mutter which iiccumulates lu 
a-tobacco pipe Is highly iwisonous, but 
does not contain nuy appreciable quan- 
tity of nicotine, the chief constituent 
of tills residue being a very poisonous 
Oil known as pyrldlne. Tobncco smoke 
contains a decided quantity of car- 
bon monoxide, which Is'a preservative 
and which must possess germlcldnl 
properties. 
One of the principal con- 


stituents accounting for the germlcidal 
properties of tobacco smoke Is the pow- 
erful 
antiseptic 
formaldehyde.—New
